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SELECTMEN'S  MESSAGE 


1989  has  been  a  busy  year.  We  have  completed  a  number  of  projects,  some  ahead  of  sched- 
ule. As  of  this  date  the  Master  Plan  has  been  completed  and  ready  for  approval  by  the  planning 
board.  The  updated  Zoning  Ordinance  which  is  directly  related  to  the  Master  Plan,  will  be  ready 
for  approval  at  town  meeting. 

Two  major  projects  were  completed  on  town  buildings.  The  town  hall  received  a  much 
needed  paint  job  on  all  four  sides.  The  hall,  although  not  being  used  much  at  the  present  time, 
will  hopefully  be  used  for  future  office  space  for  the  town.  The  second  major  project  completed 
was  removing  three  underground  storage  tanks.  Due  to  the  age  of  the  tanks,  we  had  to  come  into 
compliance  with  State  and  Federal  standards.  The  new  tanks  were  all  installed  in  a  manner  that 
they  are  now  considered  above  ground  which  will  make  them  easier  to  monitor  for  leaks  and 
less  expensive  to  change  in  the  future.  We  were  told  that  if  we  buried  the  tanks  we  could  have 
the  same  problem  in  twenty  years  at  three  times  the  expense.  The  average  cost  today  for  chang- 
ing a  leaking  underground  storage  tank  is  $70,000. 

The  Town  transfer  station  saw  many  changes  this  year.  We  were  able  to  start  recycling. 
Assisting  the  recycling  committee,  we  cleaned  up  the  metal  pile.  We  had  this  done  at  a  favor- 
able price  considering  the  degree  of  contamination  of  the  pile.  Tires,  wood,  plastic,  and  fabric 
were  all  mixed  in  which  was  a  real  sorting  nightmare.  Also,  areas  were  filled  and  leveled,  at  no 
expense  to  the  town,  for  future  recycling  uses.  We  have  passed  a  solid  waste  ordinance  in  order 
to  insure  control  over  sorting  of  disposed  goods.  Our  long  range  plan  is  to  see  the  transfer  station 
an  organized,  well  run,  recycling  center  which  is  cost  efficient 

Several  highway  projects  were  completed  this  year.  The  dirt  portion  of  Black  Brook  Road 
was  paved.  This  will  give  us  a  safer  route  to  south  Dunbarton  for  the  school  buses  and  for  Fire 
and  Police  protection. 

One  of  our  objectives  is  to  upgrade  some  of  the  small  spur  roads  for  safer  travel  as  more 
houses  are  built.  Alexander  Road  was  brought  to  a  safer  width  with  new  gravel  and  drainage. 
Depending  upon  costs  of  projects  in  1990,  we  could  pave  Alexander  Road.  Everett  Road  from 
Route  13  to  the  town  garage,  was  repaired  this  year.  Due  to  problems  in  the  past,  the  hill  was 
lessened,  new  drainage  was  done,  graveled  and  paved.  This  improvement  will  enable  all  ve- 
hicles better  access  to  the  town  garage. 

Bella  Brook  project  has  been  in  the  planning  stage  for  three  years.  The  bridge  is  narrow  and 
we  consider  it  unsafe.  We  intend  to  replace  the  bridge  with  a  box  culvert.  It  has  taken  two  years 
and  has  been  extremely  expensive  because  of  the  wetland  crossing,  an'::'  obtaining  the  necessary 
permits.  We  now  have  all  permits  in  place  and  are  ready  for  construction  this  year.  This  project 
may  be  done  in  phases  so  that  it  will  not  deplete  the  highway  construction  funds  available. 
There  are  also  sections  of  Grapevine  road  that  need  to  be  rebuilt  which  will  go  together  with  the 
Bella  Bridge  project.  Because  of  the  down  swing  in  the  economy,  the  town  was  able  to  get 
gravel  crushed  at  a  reasonable  rate  this  year.  We  have  enough  crushed  gravel  to  complete  the 
Grapevine  and  Bella  Brook  project. 
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Aside  from  our  new  projects,  certain  measures  have  to  be  taken  to  protect  and  preserve 
former  roads  that  have  been  rebuilt.  Gacks  that  appear  from  heavy  traffic  or  frost  heaves  have 
to  be  seal  coated  or  resurfaced  with  hot  top.  Roads  that  received  this  attention  in  1989  include 
Black  Brook  Road,  Morse  Road,  and  Montalona  Road. 

Stop  signs  were  placed  at  most  intersections.  This  was  coordinated  with  the  police  depart- 
ment. For  liability  purposes,  the  town  has  to  make  some  attempt  in  rectifying  a  potentially 
dangerous  situation.  Also,  yellow  line  striping  is  done  most  every  year  for  safety  purposes. 

Winter  maintenance  is  a  difficult  cost  to  predict.  We  are  unable  to  use  prior  years  to  deter- 
mine the  budget  because  every  year  is  different.  Due  to  the  increase  in  demand,  additional 
subdivision  roads,  more  parking  at  the  school,  fire  house,  and  the  recycling  area  at  the  transfer 
station,  we  have  added  one  more  contract  plow  and  sander  truck.  Also,  fire  ponds  and  hydrants 
have  been  added  to  the  demand.  The  subcontractors  (all  town  residents)  are  dependable  and  are 
available  twenty  four  hours  a  day  throughout  the  winter.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  this  line 
item,  mainly  due  to  the  fact  that  we  have  a  budget  triat  is  not  in  proportion  to  the  demand  and 
services  necessary  to  assure  safe  roads.  Different  philosophy  in  treating  roads  and  trying  to 
provide  faster  service  in  plowing  and  sanding  has  been  our  objective. 

The  town  office  is  busier  than  ever.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  be  at  a  selectmen's  meeting  until 
midnight.  Agendas  are  usually  fuU  every  Thursday,  which  leaves  less  time  for  work  sessions. 
Those  selectmen  that  can  get  away  from  work  during  the  day,  or  nights  and  weekends,  manage 
to  keep  up  with  some  of  the  paper  work.  Our  secretary  has  a  work  load  that  is  right  to  the  limit. 
Much  time  is  spent  answering  calls,  working  on  reports,  constantly  updating  property  cards  and 
the  tax  maps. 

Our  vault  in  the  town  office,  which  is  a  fire  safe  room,  is  where  all  the  town  records  are  kept. 
Some  date  back  to  the  seventeen  hundreds.  The  files  are  filled  to  capacity  and  there  are  reams  of 
paper  piled  on  narrow  steel  shelves.  It  has  been  the  selectmen's  goal  for  several  years  to  reor- 
ganize the  filing  system.  Lateral  files  and  wood  shelves  will  make  the  vault  more  functional  and 
maximize  the  use  of  the  space. 

The  town  is  growing.  Our  population  is  approximately  1600.  It  has  been  advised  when  the 
population  reaches  2000  that  it  is  time  for  an  administrative  assistant 

The  Selectmen  want  to  recognize  and  thank  all  the  trustees,  boards,  overseers,  committees, 
and  departments.  We  give  a  special  thanks  to  the  Volunteers  that  have  made  1989  a  year  of  ac- 
complishments.

PM.  The  polls  were  opened. 

The  business  portion  of  the  meeting  opened  at  7:06.  Following  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance, 
town  officers  were  introduced.  The  rules  of  the  meeting  were  given.  An  announcement  con- 
cerning a  presentation  about  radon  on  April  5th  at  7:00  PM  at  the  Valley  View  Country  Club 
was  made.  Mary  West,  who  drew  the  cover  of  the  town  report,  was  honored.  A  motion  to 
waive  the  reading  of  the  body  of  the  warrant  passed.

The  original  motion  passed  as  presented. 

The  following  resolution  was  made  by  Ernest  Holm:  That  the  Town  express  to  its  represen- 
tatives in  both  the  New  Hampshire  House  and  Senate  its  disapproval  of  the  proposals  to  fund 
Medicaid  through  the  County  tax  assessment,  to  balance  the  1988-89  state  budget  in  part  with 
funds  earlier  allocated  for  foundation  aid  for  school  building  projects,  and  to  any  other  proposals 
now  or  which  in  the  future  may  come  before  the  General  Court  that  have  the  effect  of  increasing 
the  property  tax  burden,  and  to  have  the  Clerk  send  a  copy  of  this  resolution  to  the  Town's 
legislative  delegation. 

An  amendment  by  J.  Willcox  Brown  added  that  copies  also  be  sent  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
House  Appropriations  Committee  and  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Finance  Committee. 

The  resolution  and  amendment  was  approved  by  the  assembly. 

At  this  time  J.  Willcox  Brown,  to  whom  the  Town  Report  for  1988  was  dedicated,  was 
presented  to  the  assembly  and  honored  with  a  standing  ovation. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  following  motion  made  by  Margaret  Watkins  was  passed  by  the  assembly:  To  see  if 
the  Town  of  Dunbarton  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $750.00  to  contribute  to  a 
regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program.  This  program  will  enable  Town 
residents  to  dispose  properly  of  hazardous  household  products  such  as  paint  thinners,  solvents, 
pesticides,  and  other  products  potentially  damaging  to  the  Town's  natural  resources. 

At  this  time  Arthur  Learned  spoke  about  R.I.D.-Recycling  In  Dunbarton-  asking  for  volun- 
teer help  with  sweat  and  cerebral  equity. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  motion  made  by  John  Swindlehurst  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  withdraw  the  inter- 
est of  $1,160.26  from  the  Winslow  Town  Forest  Fund,  the  same  to  be  used  as  determined  by  the 
Town  Forest  Committee,  passed. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

The  motion  made  by  Irene  Thalheimer  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  preservadon  of  Town  Records  passed.

Before  there  was  discussion  on  this  motion,  J.  R.  Swindlehurst  reported  that  the  barrels  of 
toxic  waste  found  in  the  Town  Forest  contained  waste  oil  and  cleaning  agents. 

Bud  Marcou  presented  the  plans  for  the  addition  to  the  firehouse. 

The  following  amendment  was  made  by  William  Donahue:  To  postpone  Article  7  until  the 
3rd  Saturday  of  September  at  10:00  AM  in  the  forenoon.  At  that  time  the  Town  should  have 
prepared  3  bids  for  the  Firehouse  Town  Meeting.  This  did  not  pass. 

An  amendment  by  J.  Willcox  Brown  to  add  the  words  "not  more  than"  the  sum  of 
$50,000.00  passed. 

The  original  motion  as  amended  passed:  That  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  not 
more  than  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  for  an  addition  to  the  Firehouse. 

ARTICLE  Vm. 

The  motion  by  Rich  Henderson  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $30,000.00  to  update  the  Town  Master  Plan  and  Zoning  Ordinance  passed. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

The  motion  by  Beverly  Marcou  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Planning  Board  to 
prepare  a  Capital  Improvement  Program  according  to  RSA  674:5  passed. 

ARTICLE  X.

The  following  motion  was  made  by  J.  Willcox  Brown:  That  the  Town  accept  a  gift  of  land 
from  Karl  Upton  of  Hancock,  being  part  of  his  property  that  lies  south  of  the  New  Everett  Road, 
upon  mutual  satisfaction  of  the  conditions  agreed  upon  by  Mr.  Upton  and  the  Town  Forest 
Committee.  When  the  transfer  is  completed,  this  town  tract  is  to  be  dedicated  as  part  of  the 
Forest  and  Conservation  Area  designated  by  Articles  10  &  11.  The  motion  passed. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 

The  motion  by  William  Nichols  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
dispose  of  miscellaneous  surplus  equipment  by  sealed  bid,  auction  or  other  means  with  revenues 
returned  to  the  general  fund,  passed. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

The  motion  by  Beverly  Marcou  that  the  Town  accept  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  com- 
mittees and  other  officers  heretofore  chosen  as  printed  in  the  Town  Report  subject  to  errors  and 
omissions,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto  passed. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

The  motion  by  William  Nichols  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Selectmen  to 
apply  for,  receive  and  expend  any  or  all  funds  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  granted, 
passed. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  gift  of  miscella- 
neous equipment  and  materials  from  the  Dunbarton  Volunteer  Fire  Department,  passed. 

ARTICLE  XVII. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  William  Nichols:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  place 
the  position  of  Tax  Collector  on  an  annual  salary  of  $10,000.00.  All  statutory  fees  formerly  paid 
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to  the  Tax  Collector  will  now  be  paid  to  the  Town. 

The  following  motion  by  William  Donahue  DID  NOT  pass:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote 
to  place  a  maximum  remuneration  in  dollars  for  the  position  of  Tax  Collector  as  elected  by  the 
Town,  at  $10,000.00  annually.  (Ten  thousand  dollars)  All  statutory  fees  in  excess  of  the 
$10,000.00  formerly  paid  to  the  Tax  Collector  will  be  retained  by  the  Town. 

The  following  motion  by  Fred  J.  Mullen  DID  NOT  pass:  That  the  Tax  Collector's  fee  be 
1/2  of  1%  of  all  taxes  collected  less  abatements  and  resident  taxes. 

The  amendment  by  Cathy  Green  that  the  word  "salary"  be  changed  to  "fee"  passed. 

The  modon  as  amended  passed:  That  the  Town  vote  to  place  the  position  of  Tax  Collector 
on  an  annual  fee  of  $10,000.00.  All  statutory  fees  formerly  paid  to  the  Tax  Collector  will  now 
be  paid  to  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

The  motion  by  Beverly  Marcou  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  passed. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  motion  by  Beverly  Marcou  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  all  cemetery  trust 
funds  not  heretofore  accepted:  James  &  Irene  Bucknam,  Maynard  Hill,  George  R.  DeGroff,  Sr., 
and  Leon  R.  Tucker,  passed. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  General  Ceme- 
tery Maintenance  Trust  Fund  pursuant  to  RSA  31:19-a  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  all  public 
cemeteries  in  the  Town  of  Dunbarton,  passed. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

The  motion  by  William  Nichols  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Clifford  Farms 
Subdivision  Road  subject  to  the  final  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  was  passed  after  the  following 
amendment  by  Will  Brown  was  turned  down:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Clif- 
ford Farms  Subdivision  Road  upon  satisfaction  of  the  requirements  for  this  property  set  by  the 
Planning  Board  in  1988. 
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ARTICLE  XXII. 

The  motion  by  John  Swindlehurst  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  NOT  to  accept  the  Phase  I 
road  within  the  Flintlock  Farm  Subdivision  at  this  time,  which  is  Michael  Brown's  request, 
passed. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  J.  Willcox  Brown:  That,  in  connection  with  the  lands 
and  buildings  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  deeds  listed  on  page  27  of  the  1988  Town  Report,  the 
Selectmen  retain  tracts  Kl-1-1 1  and  Kl-1-19,  formerly  owned  by  John  Carter  and  located  at  the 
northerly  end  of  the  Gorham  Pond  development,  these  tracts  to  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  subse- 
quent dedication  by  the  Town  as  part  of  the  Kuncanowet  Forest  and  Conservation  Area.  The 
motion  passed.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  wished  to  be  on  record  that  they  did  not  recommend 
doing  this  action. 

The  motion  by  Jane  Grant  that  the  Town  record  at  this  meeting  its  deep  gratitude  to  John 
and  Marguerite  Gravas  for  their  generous  gift  to  the  Town  of  269  acres  as  well  as  the  gifts  of 
land  from  J.  Willcox  Brown,  Frederic  Greenhalge,  and  Forrest  and  Vera  Fogg  as  passed  unani- 
mously. 

The  motion  made  by  Ernest  Holm  that  the  Town  reimburse  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Town 
secretary  for  the  fee  paid  for  her  office  of  notary  public,  such  office  to  be  used  exclusively  for 
town  affairs,  and  to  pay  the  fee  in  subsequent  years  by  the  Town  as  part  of  the  town  officers' 
expenses,  passed. 

Jeff  and  Marlene  Taylor  were  thanked  for  the  use  of  Valley  View  Country  Club  for  the 
town  meeting. 

The  assembly  had  a  moment  of  silence  in  memory  of  Russell  Fellows.

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Dunbarton  Community  Center  in  said  Dunbarton 
on  Tuesday  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  cast  ballots 
from  that  hour  until  at  least  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  said  day  for  such  town  officers  and 
school  officers,  as  they  may  be  listed  on  the  ballots. 

Your  are  also  notified  to  meet  at  the  same  place  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  the  same 
day  to  act  upon  the  following  subject: 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

2.  Shall  we  adopt  optional  adjusted  elderly  exemptions  from  Property  Tax?  The  optional 
exemptions,  based  on  assessed  value,  for  qualified  taxpayers  shall  be  as  follows:  for  a 
person  65  years  of  age  up  to  75  years,  $45,000;  for  a  person  75  years  of  age  up  to  80 
years,  $50,000;  for  a  person  80  years  of  age  or  older,  $100,000.  To  qualify,  the  person 
must  have  been  a  New  Hampshire  resident  for  at  least  5  years;  own  the  real  estate 
individually  or  joindy,  or  if  the  real  estate  is  owned  by  his  spouse,  they  must  have  been 
married  for  at  least  5  years.  In  addition,  the  taxpayer  must  have  a  net  income  of  less  than 
$10,000  or,  if  married,  a  combined  net  income  of  less  than  $12,000;  and  own  net  assets 
not  in  excess  of  $37,000  excluding  the  value  of  the  person's  residence. 

RSA  72:43h(c).  (By  Petition) 

3.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:28,  V  &  VI  for  an  optional  veterans'  exemption 
and  an  expanded  qualifying  war  service  for  veterans  seeking  the  exemption?  The 
optional  veterans'  exemption  is  $100,  rather  than  $50.  (By  Petition) 

4.  Shall  we  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:35,  IV  for  an  optional  property  tax  exemption 
on  residential  property  for  a  service-connected  total  disability?  The  optional  disability 
exemption  is  $  1 ,400  rather  than  $700.  (By  Petition) 

5.  Are  you  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the  existing  town  zoning  ordinance 
as  proposed  by  the  planning  board?

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CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 


The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  continues  to  offer  three  major  health 
services  to  the  residents  of  Dunbarton:  Home  Care,  Hospice,  and  Health  Promotion. 

Home  Care  Services  respond  to  the  health  care  needs  of  those  patients  with  acute  or  chronic 
illnesses  that  require  skilled  professional  and  paraprofessional  care  so  they  may  return  to  or 
remain  in  their  homes.  Emphasis  is  on  promoting  independence  and  maximum  functioning  of 
the  patient  within  the  least  restrictive  setting. 

Hospice  Services  provide  professional  and  paraprofessional  services  to  the  terminally  ill 
patient  with  a  limited  life  expectancy.  The  goal  is  to  enhance  the  quality  of  the  patient's  remain- 
ing life  by  helping  him/her  remain  at  home  in  comfort  and  dignity.  Emphasis  is  on  pain  and 
symptom  management  and  skilled  intervention  to  meet  the  patient's  special  physical  and  emo- 
tional needs.  This  is  the  only  certified  Medicare  Hospice  Program  in  New  Hampshire. 

Health  Promotion  Services  focus  on  the  low  and  marginal  income  families  and  individuals  to 
prevent  illness  by  professional  assessment  and  screening  for  health  risks  and  needs,  by  early 
intervention  to  prevent,  eliminate,  or  minimize  the  impact  of  illness  and/or  disability,  and  by 
anticipatory  guidance  and  health  teaching.  Services  rendered  in  the  clinic  setting  are:  child 
health,  family  planning,  sexually  transmitted  disease,  adult  screening,  immunizations,  and  HIV 
testing  and  counseling.  Home  visits  are  made  in  crisis  situations  or  when  needed  health  care 
cannot  be  given  in  the  clinic.  Senior  Health  services  are  provided  at  congregate  housing  sites. 
Professional  and  paraprofessional  hourly  home  services  are  provided  on  a  private  fee-for-service 
basis.  Emphasis  is  on  promoting  healthy  children,  families,  and  individuals  through  early  inter- 
vention and  health  teaching. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit 

Anyone  in  Dunbarton  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility,  pastor,  friend  or 
neighbor.  All  requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  will  only  be  provided  with  a 
physician's  order. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (224-4093)  between  the  hours  of 
8:00am  -  4:00pm  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  A 
Hospice  nurse  is  on  call  (224-4093)  4:00pm  -  8:(X)am  daily. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are  scaled  for  that  person 
without  a  health  plan  who  is  unable  to  pay  the  full  charge.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal 
regulations  require  a  financial  statement  be  completed  by  the  patient  or  responsible  person. 
Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that  no  fee  is  collectable. 

This  Agency  is  certified  as  a  Medicare/Medic  aid  Provider,  licensed  by  the  State  of  N.  H.  and 
is  a  member  agency  of  the  United  Way  of  Merrimack  County.

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KTFCA  REPORT 

(Kuncanowet  Town  Forest  and  Conservation  Area) 

The  members  of  the  Management  Committee  were  appointed  in  the  fall  in  accord  with  the  vote  of  Town 
Meeting.  However,  the  work  of  the  committee  was  delayed  until  the  closing  on  the  property  transfers  was 
achieved  near  the  end  of  the  year.  Therefore,  the  terms  of  the  members  are  assumed  to  begin  with  the  calendar 
year  1990.  The  members  are  listed  on  page  #  7  of  the  town  report. 

The  Dunbarton  Open  Space  Task  Force  had  arranged  for  540  acres  to  be  added  to  existing  town  properties 
as  shown  on  the  cover  of  the  1988  Town  Report.  However,  considerable  work  remained  to  be  accomplished 
including  surveying,  appraisals  and  clearance  through  the  Trust  for  New  Hampshire  Lands  and  with  the  Land 
Conservation  Investment  Program  (LCIP).  All  of  the  steps  took  time.  A  final  title  search  cleared  the  remaining 
way  and  led  to  the  formal  December  closing  at  the  Registry  of  Deeds  with  payment  from  the  LCI?  through  the 
town  for  the  Whimey  lands  on  Gorham  Pond.  A  subsequent  celebration  in  the  Community  Center  involved  the 
major  donors  and  three  generations  of  the  Whitney  family. 

With  this  major  goal  achieved,  the  Task  Force  has  considered  its  job  complete.  Jane  B.  Grant,  who 
served  admirably  as  chairman  of  the  Task  Force  throughout,  chose  not  to  be  a  member  of  the  Management 
Committee.  Several  other  Task  Force  members  continue  on  this  new  committee  or  on  its  sub-committees.  David 
Marshall  performed  particularly  valuable  service  in  handling  the  legal  aspects. 

Sub-committee  chairmen  who  will  welcome  volunteers  include. . . 

John  Swindlehurst  on  establishing  and  maintaining  boundaries,  Ron  Jarvis  on  developing  and  maintaining  a 
trail  system  for  hikers  and  cross  country  skiers,  Ed  White  on  a  system  for  reclaiming  heavily  used  areas  and  Fred 
Mullen  on  non-motorized  recreational  planning  (as  voted  last  year). 

The  committee  will  work  with  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  Town  Forest  Committee  in  efforts  to 
acquire  additional  tracts  adjacent  to  KTFCA  whenever  appropriate.  One  such  successful  effort  and  an  unsuccess- 
ful one  are  included  in  the  Town  Forest  report

TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

From  a  land  acquisition  standpoint,  the  committee  has  concentrated  on  possible  additions  to  the  Kun- 
canowet tract.  As  noted  last  year,  the  540  acres  being  acquired  are  integrated  with  existing  town  forests  to 
comprise  about  800  acres.  The  northernmost  town  forest  unit  is  connected  to  the  new  Everett  Road  by  a  right-of- 
way  30  feet  wide  obtained  from  Karl  Upton  of  Hancock  some  years  ago. 

Negotiations  with  Mr.  Upton  for  adjacent  real  estate  have  continued  since  late  in  1988.  The  committees 
were  interested  in  acquiring  the  balance  of  the  beaver  pond,  access  via  both  sides  of  the  pond  to  the  main  holding 
and  more  ample  road  frontage.  This  acquisition  was  in  return  for  committee  assumption  of  surveying  and  related 
costs. 

The  surveying  has  been  completed  including  the  dividing  line  and  about  14  acres  marked  off  for  the  town. 
An  agreement  has  been  signed  and  the  property  will  be  transferred  to  the  town.  It  was  duly  voted  at  last  year's 
town  meeting  to  accept  this  tract  and  dedicate  it  to  the  purposes  of  the  adjacent  land  when  the  transaction  was 
completed.  Final  action  by  the  planning  board  is  anticipated  early  in  1990,  and  the  Upton  piece  will  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  Town's  new  Kuncanowet  area. 

Less  success  met  a  new  round  of  negotiation  on  the  Wood  Fiber  tract  abutting  the  Stinson  and  Gravas  lots. 
A  new  representative  of  the  owner  offered  a  reasonable  sounding  price,  but  the  request  for  essential  details  was 
ignored.  In  spite  of  the  committee's  arrangement  for  assistance  with  financing  pending  a  further  application  to  the 
state's  Land  Conservation  Invesunent  P*rogram,  no  further  progress  with  the  diffident  seller  was  possible. 

There  has  been  limited  clearing  to  prepare  additional  areas  for  sand  and  gravel  removal  but  no  substantial 
logging  operations.  However,  the  selectmen  have  arranged  an  extensive  gravel  crushing  operation  in  the  bank  near 
the  Winslow  sand  pit.  The  large  mounds  of  crushed  material  in  the  pit  are  estimated  to  contain  13,000  yards  more 
or  less  of  sand  and  gravel.  As  used,  this  will  be  the  basis  for  per  yard  payment  to  the  Town  Forest  account

DUNBARTON  PLANNING  BOARD  -  1989 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  monthly  meetings  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  each  month 
at  7:00  p.m. 

During  1989  the  Board  received  twelve  (12)  applications  for  subdivisions:  Three  (3)  of 
these  applications  involved  annexations.  The  Board  was  asked  for  four  (4)  recommendations  for 
site  suitability  from  the  Zoning  Board.  There  was  one  application  pending  at  year  end. 

Forty-four  (44)  new  building  lots  were  created  by  the  actions  taken  above.  However,  three 
(3)  lots  were  eliminated  by  annexations.  Twenty-six  (26)  of  these  new  lots  are  in  a  planned  unit 
development  off  the  North  Bow  Road.  There  were  another  28  single  family  units  approved  but 
not  counted  in  the  above  total  as  they  were  not  divided  into  individual  lots  in  a  planned  unit  de- 
velopment off  of  Everett  Road. 

Site  Plan  Review  regulations  were  put  into  place  as  a  formal  part  of  the  Planning  Board's 
duties  in  July,  1989. 

Eight  (8)  special  public  meetings  were  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month  starting 
in  May,  1989  on  the  Master  Plan  update.  Things  progressed  well  and  a  final  draft  was  arrived  at 
in  December,  1989.  Immediately  thereafter,  revised  Zoning  Regulations  to  compliment  the 
updated  Master  Plan  were  started  on.  The  goal  being  to  ask  for  approval  of  the  Master  Plan  at 
Town  Meeting  in  1990  and  new  Zoning  Regulations  will  be  presented  for  approval  on  the  ballot. 
We  thank  you  all  for  your  support  through  this  revamping  process.

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DUNBARTON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


Members  of  the  Commission  were  active  in  the  work  of  the  Open  Space  Task  Force  which 
concluded  in  December  when  the  Town  received  state  funds  to  purchase  the  Whitney  property  at 
Gorham  Pond.  The  closing  on  that  and  the  donated  properties  brought  the  establishment  of  the 
Kuncanowet  Town  Forest  and  Conservation  Area  to  fruition.  These  540  acres  plus  the  abutting 
Town  Forest  parcels  provide  the  townspeople  with  a  forested  and  wedand  area  that  will  remain 
as  open  space  for  present  and  future  generations.  Although  the  donors  were  recognized  in  the 
1988  Town  Report,  the  Town's  gratitude  bears  repetition.  They  are  John  &  Marguerite  Gravas, 
J.  Willcox  Brown,  Forrest  and  Vera  Fogg,  Frederic  Greenhalge  and  the  Whimey  family  of 
Nashua  who  were  willing  to  sell  their  property  below  market  value  and  who  donated  two  wet- 
land parcels. 


The  Commission's  regular  monthly  meetings  (second  Wed.,  7:30pm  at  the  Town  Office) 
are  often  attended  by  interested  townspeople  who  are  most  welcome.  The  agenda  usually  con- 
sists of  discussion  of  wetlands  applications  and  field  inspections,  reports  on  scenic  roads,  analy- 
sis of  the  draft  Master  Plan  in  which  the  Commission  has  taken  an  active  part  and  other  related 
projects.  In  cooperation  with  the  Planning  Board  the  Commission  is  completing  for  the  Town 
the  acquisition  of  three  conservation  easements,  one  of  which  abuts  the  Kuncanowet  area.  The 
Commission  wiU  monitor  these  properties.  Once  again  the  Commission  encouraged  participa- 
tion in  the  regional  Household  Hazardous  Waste  collection  which  has  increased  each  year.

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RECYCLING  IN  DUNBARTON 


On  behalf  of  the  Town  of  Dunbarton,  the  Recycling  Committee  applied  for  and  received  a 
grant  from  New  Hampshire  the  Beautiful  in  the  amount  of  $2,500.00.  This  money  was  used  to 
purchase  six  new  covered  recycling  containers  which  were  placed  at  the  transfer  station. 

In  late  October,  Dunbarton  started  recycling  aluminum  cans,  cardboard,  newspaper,  and 
clear,  brown  and  green  glass  containers.  Through  December  the  town  diverted  in  excess  of  nine 
(9)  tons  from  the  waste  stream,  and  the  money  realized  from  the  sales  of  recyclables  was  used  to 
offset  solid  waste  costs. 

In  addition,  the  committee  members  assisted  with  Spring  clean-up  at  the  transfer  station, 
obtained  signs  which  were  used  to  segregate  the  metal  piles,  conducted  a  recycling  publicity 
campaign,  compiled  an  information  brochure,  and  manned  (and  womaned)  the  transfer  station  to 
assist  and  answer  questions. 

Our  goals  for  1990  involve  obtaining  matching  funds  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  for 
the  construction  of  a  permanent  recycling  facility  as  well  as  the  purchase  of  a  baler.  We  believe 
the  addition  of  a  building  and  baler  will  enable  the  town  to  realize  improved  marketing  and 
transportation  savings,  and  allow  us  to  recover  additional  resources. 

Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  the  many  dedicated  committee  members  and  volunteers  who 
generously  donated  their  time  and  talents  to  these  considerable  tasks.  Thanks  also  to  the  Select- 
men for  their  faithful  support  and  encouragement. 

Most  importantly,  thanks  to  all  the  citizens  of  Dunbarton  who  have  overwhelmingly  partici- 
pated in  recycling  during  our  first  year.  You  can  be  proud  of  your  contribution  toward  conserv- 
ing limited  resources  and  preserving  our  fragile  environment.

The  Board  of  Adjustment  is  scheduled  to  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  and 
met  as  business  required  during  1989.  The  following  cases  were  heard: 

VARIANCES 

Douglas  and  Joyce  Johnson  -  Granted  permission  to  locate  a  well  closer  than  25  feet  from 
the  boundary  line.  This  request  was  a  reapplication  because  of  an  error  in  the  distance  the  well 
was  located. 

Hilliard  and  Lynda  Burnside  -  Granted  permission  to  apply  to  the  Dunbarton  Planning 
Board  for  a  subdivision  with  a  lot  with  less  than  the  required  300  feet  of  frontage. 

Dickey  B's  (Richard  Beauchemin)  -  Granted  permission  to  apply  to  the  Dunbarton  Plan- 
ning Board  for  a  subdivision  with  a  lot  with  less  than  the  required  300  feet  frontage.  This 
request  was  based  on  a  request  for  a  rehearing  from  the  applicant  based  on  new  information.

Michael  Lorden  -  Granted  permission  to  apply  to  the  Dunbarton  Planning  Board  for  a 
Planned  Unit  Development  subdivision  consisting  of  26  lots  with  approximately  two  acres  each 
with  three  Conservation  Easements  granted  to  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  included  within  the 
subdivision. 

Henry  and  Jo  Burnham  -  Granted  permission  to  locate  an  apartment  over  the  garage  in 
their  newly  constructed  home  on  Route  #13. 


In  considering  an  appeal,  the  Board  must  act  on  the  evidence  before  it  and  make  its  deci- 
sion. In  making  its  decision,  the  Board  often  stipulates  certain  restrictions,  which  the  appellant 
must  adhere  to.  In  a  case  involving  a  conflict  of  interest  with  a  Board  member,  the  Alternate 
member  sits  with  the  Board  of  Adjustment.  The  member  with  the  conflict  of  interest  is  excluded 
from  all  deliberations  and  the  vote  on  the  decision.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  must  act  within 
the  limits  set  by  the  Dunbarton  Zoning  Ordinance  and  enforcement  of  its  decisions  rests  with  the 
Selectmen. 

During  the  year  1989,  considerable  time  was  spent  in  developing  a  revised  Master  Plan  and 
new  Zoning  Ordinance.  Public  meetings  were  held  on  a  monthly  basis  starting  in  June.  The 
Town  voted  to  contract  with  RKG,  an  independent  firm,  to  develop  the  revised  Master  Plan  and 
Zoning  Ordinance.  A  public  hearing  for  both  documents  will  be  held  in  January  of  1990  with 
possibly  a  ballot  issue  at  the  March  Town  Meeting  for  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  Master  Plan 
will  be  acted  upon  by  the  Planning  Board  after  a  public  hearing.

DUNBARTON  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

In  the  past  year  the  Dunbarton  Volunteer  Fire  Department  responded  to  1 19  calls  for  assis- 
tance. This  shows  an  increase  of  two  calls  over  last  year.  The  members  have  spent  many  hours 
volunteering  their  time  to  provide  a  better  service  to  the  coinmunity.  We  had  four  members 
complete  a  state  certified  firefighter  I  course,  two  members  completed  a  mass  casualty  course, 
six  members  participated  in  a  incident  command  course,  four  members  are  continuing  in  a 
hazardous  materials  technician  course  and  recently  nine  members  recertified  as  emergency 
medical  technicians.  This  does  not  even  include  Monday  night  department  training. 

At  town  meeting  1989,  we  asked  the  town  for  $50,000.00  to  enlarge  our  station.  Towns- 
people were  concerned  that  our  initial  plan  was  not  big  enough  or  engineered  properly  or  pleas- 
ing to  the  eye  against  the  new  community  center.  Having  the  towns  backing,  we  went  back  to 
the  drawing  board.  With  help  from  several  residents,  we  ended  up  with  a  complete  set  of  profes- 
sionally drawn  prints  to  put  out  to  bid.  We  sent  out  nine  bids  based  on  how  we  wanted  the 
building  to  be  finished  and  six  bids  were  returned  with  a  price  range  from  $1 13,000  to  $56,000. 
Not  wanting  to  have  to  go  back  to  town  meeting  and  request  more  funds,  the  department  took 
the  project  on  themselves  as  the  general  contractor.  The  task  started  by  finding  people  to  donate 
time,  equipment  and  materials  to  keep  cost  to  a  minimum.  With  the  assistance  of  these  devoted 
residents,  the  project  is  near  completion  for  an  open  house  in  1990. 

The  1989  budget  appears  to  be  overdrawn  by  $1,053.89.  However,  if  you  will  refer  to  the 
Comparative  Statement  of  Estimated  &  Actual  Revenues  in  this  report,  under  Income  from 
Department-Fire,  a  revenue  amount  of  $1,081.00  is  shown  which  represents  the  reimbursements 
from  forestry  money  from  towns  we  assisted  in  1989  and  a  $600.00  grant  received  from  the 
federal  forestry  service. 

This  year  the  department  is  asking  for  $30,000.00  to  be  put  into  a  capital  reserve  fund  for 
the  purchase  of  a  class  A  pumper  in  1991  to  replace  a  1966  pumper.  The  department  has  formed 
a  committee  to  look  into  the  many  options  that  are  available  to  fill  the  needs  of  the  town. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  department  who  continue  to  volunteer  many 
hours.  We  have  been  able  to  reduce  our  response  time  to  3.2  minutes  for  the  first  units  to  re- 
spond for  fire  calls  and  2.4  minutes  for  medical  calls.  This  is  an  average  of  all  calls  during  the 
year.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  the  Police,  and  the  Highway  departments,  the  Board  of  Select- 
men and  everyone  who  has  assisted  in  oiu"  efforts  this  past  year.  We  look  forward  to  your 
continued  support  next  year.

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FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN'S  REPORT 

& 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER  - 1989 


During  calendar  year  1989,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced  an  average  number  of 
wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires  were  fires  kindled  without  written  permis- 
sion of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden,  children  and  debris  burning  fires  that  escaped  control.  All  of  these 
causes  are  preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fu-e  officials  with  forest  fire  prevention.  By  New 
Hampshire  State  law  (RSA  224:27),  no  person,  frnn  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be 
kindled  any  fire,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written 
permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  of  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done. 

In  order  to  eliminate  false  alarms,  it  is  advisable  to  notify  your  local  fire  department  when- 
ever you  intend  to  do  any  outdoor  burning. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  are  a  misdemeanor  and  you  are  also  liable  for  paying  all  fire 
suppression  costs  (RSA  224:28  and  RSA  224:36). 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forest  and  Lands  assisted  many  towns  in 
wildland  fire  suppression  during  1989  including  several  large  fu-es  in  the  Concord  and  Chester- 
field areas,  as  well  as  the  100  acre  fire  on  Mt.  Belknap  in  Gilford,  New  Hampshire.

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AUDITOR'S  REPORT 


We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Dunbarton  and  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Dunbar- 
ton  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1988.  These  financial  statements  are  the  respon- 
sibility of  the  Town  of  Dunbarton's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on 
these  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those 
standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about 
whether  the  financial  statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining, 
on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  financial  statements.  An 
audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by 
management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that 
our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our  opinion. 

The  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do  not  include  the  General  Fixed 
Asset  Group  of  Accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  ac- 
counting principles.  The  amount  that  should  be  recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account 
Group  is  not  know. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Group  of  Accounts  results  in 
an  incomplete  presentation,  as  explained  in  the  above  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  aU  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the 
Town  of  Dunbarton  at  December  31,  1988,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of 
its  nonexpendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles.  Also,  in  our  opinion,  the  combining  and  individual  fund  financial  state- 
ments referred  to  above  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  each  of 
the  individual  funds  of  the  Town  of  Dunbarton  at  December  31,  1988,  and  the  nonexpendable 
trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.

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CENTRAL  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  REGIONAL  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Central  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission  (CNHRPC)  is  an  association 
of  municipalities  in  Central  New  Hampshire.  Seventeen  towns  and  the  City  of  Concord  are 
within  Merrimack  County  and  two  towns  are  within  Hillsborough  County.  Sixteen  towns,  the 
City  of  Concord,  and  Merrimack  County  are  members  in  fiscal  year  1990.  The  Town  of  Dun- 
barton  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  the  Commission. 

The  CNHRPC  is  organized  under  RS  A  36:45-53,  which  states  that  the  purpose  of  the 
Commission  is  to  prepare  a  coordinated  plan  for  the  development  of  the  region.  The  statute  also 
enables  us  to  assist  communities  with  local  planning  activities. 

Three  planners  and  one  support  person  are  currendy  employed  by  the  CNHRPC.  The  staff 
prepares  regional  plans  and  provides  professional  planning  assistance  to  member  communities. 

Our  accomplishments  over  the  last  year  include: 


Housing:  We  published  Affordable  Housing  Needs  in  the  Central  Region  in  September, 
1989.  The  report  identifies  the  number  of  low  and  moderate  income  housing  units  needed  and 
provided  in  the  Region,  allocates  the  deficiency  to  individual  municipalities,  creates  targets  by 
community  for  affordable  housing,  and  recommends  strategies  for  use  by  communities  to  ad- 
dress local  housing  needs. 

Regional  Plan:  We  adopted  and  published  the  "Goals  and  Objectives  Statement"  of  the 
regional  master  plan.  Being  the  heart  of  the  plan,  each  objective  will  be  addressed.  The  regional 
land  use  element  should  be  completed  this  fiscal  year. 

Solid  Waste:  The  Commission  prepared  and  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Solid  Waste 
District  adopted  the  District  Solid  Waste  Management  Plan. 

The  plan  contains  a  long  term  strategy  to  deal  with  landfill  and  incineration  requirements, 
recycling,  septic  and  sludge  disposal,  and  household  hazardous  waste  collection  through  the  year 
2005. 

Recycling:  The  Regional  Recycling  Task  Force  is  investigating  methods  to  implement 
efficient,  comprehensive,  and  cost-  effective  recycling  throughout  the  Region.  The  CNHRPC 
should  soon  receive  a  grant  through  the  Governor's  recycling  initiative  to  assist  municipalities  in 
obtaining  and  installing  equipment  necessary  to  operate  recycling  programs. 

Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection:  The  CNHRPC  organized  a  household  hazard- 
ous waste  collection  on  October  14,  1989.  Cosponsors  were  Wheelabrator  Concord,  LP,  the  City 
of  Concord,  and  the  Towns  of  AUenstown,  Boscawen,  Bow,  Canterbury,  Dunbarton,  Hopkinton, 
and  Pembroke. 

During  1989  CNHRPC  activities  in  Dunbarton  included:  providing  information  to  the 
consultant  preparing  the  Town  Master  Plan. 
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DUNBARTON  RECREATION  COMMISSION 


In  March  of  1989,  a  small  group  of  residents  began  meeting  to  discuss  the  recreational 
needs  of  the  Town.  With  the  construction  well  underway  on  the  new  Community  Center,  we 
saw  a  need  to  organize  recreation  programs  to  utilize  our  new  facility. 

On  November  7,  1989,  the  Dunbarton  Recreation  Commission  held  its  first  official  meet- 
ing. The  first  program  offered  was  aerobics  which  meets,  Monday  and  Wednesday,  7:30  PM  at 
the  Community  Center. 

The  Commission  was  approached  at  a  recent  meeting  by  a  resident  offering  to  assist  with 
conducting  Youth  Vollyball  Clinics.  We  welcome  any  residents  who  wish  to  volunteer  their 
time  and  ideas  to  attend  our  monthly  meetings.  We  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  the  month  in 
the  Town  Offices  at  7PM. 

Other  programs  we  would  like  to  offer  would  include  adult  co-ed  basketball,  adult  and 
youth  volleyball,  youth  field  trips  and  dances.

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DUNBARTON  BY  AIR  -  APRIL  24, 1929 

I  had  planned  above  for  some  time.  Arrangements  were  made  with  Lieut.  Fogg  and  Capt.  Horton  L., 
Chandler.  The  main  object  to  take  some  photos  from  plane  of  Dunbarton  Centre,  the  Barnard  Farm,  Stark  Place 
and  Hopkinton  Village.  We  waited  some  days  for  suitable  weather.  We  took  off  from  Concord  Airport  at  noon  of 
April  24th,  Lieut.  Fogg  and  Capt.  Chandler  in  plane  New  Hampshire,  Capt.  Gordon  K.  Berry  (formerly  of  Royal 
Flying  C.)  in  Waco  plane  with  C.F.M.  Stark  as  passenger.  Dunbarton  was  reached  in  a  few  minutes.  The  plane 
circled  about  over  the  centre  a  number  of  times,  the  New  Hampshire  maneuvring  for  a  good  positioning  to  take 
pictures,  the  Waco  trailing  in  the  rear. 

Every  movement  of  the  plane  was  intently  watched  by  the  children  of  the  Centre  School.  As  we  were 
leaving  a  package  was  dropped  near  the  children.  In  it  was  a  gift  for  each  child,  sixteen  in  all  and  one  for  the 
teacher.  Each  of  the  eight  girls  received  a  Japanese  necklace,  the  boys  a  two  blade  jack  knife  and  the  teacher  a 
small  flashlight 

Thence  we  flew  to  Barnard  Farm  taking  some  snap  shots  there,  thence  to  Stark  place  doing  the  same, 
thence  to  Hopkinton  Village,  -  more  pictures.  Then  we  headed  for  the  Airport  of  the  Capital  City. 

A  letter  from  Miss  Marjorie  Osgood,  teacher  of  Centre  School  saying  "Everything  came  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  package  from  the  sky  was  received  by  the  children  with  cloud  busts  of  joy  and  delight.  A  small  girl 
said  "We  have  had  a  most  thrilling  day."  Please  accept  my  gratitude  for  your  kindness  to  me  and  my  little 
family.  Such  events  create  a  lasting  impression  in  the  mind  of  a  child."  A  little  girl  wrote  thanking  me  for  her 
present  and  said,  "I  am  thirteen  years  old.  I  want  to  fly.  I  am  your  friend  foverer."

Leslie  Hammond  made  note  of  the  fact  that  this  year's  Town 
Report  was  dedicated  to  J.  Willcox  Brown.  He  thanked  Mary  West 
for  designing  the  front  cover  of  the  Town  Report  for  the  second 
year.

After  Mert  Mann  had  given  a  brief  description  of  what  had 
been  happening  since  last  year  and  where  we  stand,  Martha 
Hammond  then  requested  a  "time  for  a  little  fun".  In  this  spot, 
she  recognized  Bill  Zeller,  Principal  of  the  Dunbarton 
Elementary  School,  for  all  of  his  efforts  and  cooperation  during 
the  construction  and  for  his  guidance  of  the  school .  Through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  Zeller,  Dunbarton  Elementary  School  had  the 
third  highest  CAT  (California  Achievement  Test)  scores  in  the 
state.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD 

This  past  year  has  been  a  demonstration  of  community:  the  concept  of  ownership  and 
participation  in  common.  This  spirit  has  been  evident  since  the  very  beginning  of  planning  for 
the  expansion  of  the  school  building,  and  has  continued  this  year  as  we  worked  with  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  on  a  policy  governing  the  use  of  the  Community  Center  and  an  agreement  to  share 
its  maintenance.  It  is  immensely  rewarding  to  see  what  a  difference  the  addition  to  the  school 
had  made  to  the  students,  and  to  see  the  Community  Center  so  busy.  The  continued  success  of 
the  volunteer  program  in  the  school  is  further  evidence  of  that  community  spirit,  and  so  are 
several  very  generous  donations  of  equipment.  The  Parent/Teacher  Organization  and  the  Recrea- 
tion Commission  are  currendy  working  with  the  school  district  to  improve  the  playground. 
There  are  more  demonstrations  of  the  same  spirit  included  elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report.  Our 
thanks  to  all  of  you  who  have  given  so  freely  of  your  time,  energy  and  interest,  and  to  those  who 
have  given  much-needed  gifts  to  the  community/school  district. 

The  Spirit  of  cooperation  extends  as  well  to  the  administration  of  Goffstown  Area  High 
School.  We  have  included  this  year  at  our  request  a  report  from  the  principal,  William  H. 
Marston,  who  carries  a  responsibility  for  roughly  half  of  Dunbarton's  students.  Dunbarton  is 
represented  on  the  committees  on  curriculum  and  discipline  and  handbook  review.  A  place  has 
been  reserved  for  a  Dunbarton  representative  on  the  High  School's  School  Improvement  Team, 
and  we  hope  by  March  to  have  found  an  individual  to  fill  this  place,  thereby  helping  to  make  the 
high  school  the  best  it  can  be. 

The  School  Board  expresses  its  appreciation  for  the  efforts  of  all  those  in  the  SAU  office, 
each  of  whom  demonstrated  this  cooperative  spirit  and  performs  countless  very  necessary  tasks. 
We  see  some  challenges  ahead,  many  of  them  at  the  state  level.  We  mentioned  last  year  that  we 
believed  it  was  time  to  consider  other  sources  of  revenue  for  school  districts,  to  relieve  the 
burden  placed  on  the  property  owner.  Several  proposals  have  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature 
with  that  design  and  others  are  due  to  be  presented.  They  may  not  be  the  right  solutions,  but  the 
subject  has  been  opened  to  debate. 

The  possibility  of  revising  the  AREA  agreement  with  Goffstown  to  include  other  grades  in 
addition  to  seven  through  twelve  is  stiU  unresolved.  The  Goffstown  School  Board  has  approved, 
in  concept,  a  middle  school  curriculum,  to  be  phased  in  over  the  lower  grades  and  fully  imple- 
mented in  grades  seven  and  eight.  We  need  direction  and  input  from  you  as  to  what  you  want  for 
Dunbarton  students  in  the  middle  grades  (five  through  eight)  before  we  can  continue  in  discus- 
sion with  Goffstown.  To  this  end  the  Board  is  establishing  a  committee  to  gather  input  from  the 
townspeople. 

Dunbarton  Elementary  continues  to  be  a  successful  school,  with  the  atmosphere  of  a  large 
family,  small  enough  to  be  able  to  care  about  every  child.  It  is  inexorably  growing:  for  the  first 
time  this  year  the  first  grade  was  split  into  two  classes,  and  the  entering  first  grade  of  1990-91 
will  probably  need  to  be  two  classes.  Our  challenge  will  be  to  preserve  as  it  grows  the  attitudes 
and  atmosphere  of  smallness  that  contribute  to  its  success.  Please  help  in  that  effort  with  your 
continued  interest,  your  visits,  and  an  abundance  of  communication.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Dunbarton: 

The  1989-90  school  year  is  proving  to  be  a  year  of  consolidation 
and  development.  Students,  staff,  and  the  people  of  Dunbarton  are 
utilizing  the  new  available  space  provided  by  the  citizens  of 
Dunbarton  extensively  for  the  benefit  of  all.  The  new  building  space 
has  enabled  the  Board  through  its  staff  to  embark  on  a  plan  to  fully 
meet  all  state  standards  eventually.  Such  an  undertaking  can  not  be 
done  in  one  year,  of  course.  Some  steps  taken  to  date  include:  the 
expansion  of  the  library  back  to  its  original  size,  added  classes  in 
some  curriculum  areas  and  guidance  to  meet  state  standards,  and 
school  district  policy  development. 

One  of  the  most  important  policies  to  be  adopted  was  the  result 
of  a  lot  of  work  on  the  part  of  the  School  Board  and  Selectmen  to 
develop  the  Facilities  Use  Policy.  As  a  result,  the  use  of  the  new 
town  community  center  has  been  all  that  we  hoped  it  might  be.  Bill 
Zeller's  report  to  you  notes  that  it  is  used  five  nights  a  week 
sometimes  by  many  groups  at  the  same  time  and  a  good  deal  of  time  on 
the  weekends. 

This  past  year  has  found  continued  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
citizens  of  Dxinbarton  in  serving  as  school  volunteers.  Once  again 
you  have  qualified  for  the  Blue  Ribbon  Achievement  Award.  In 
addition  to  the  gift  of  their  time,  a  nxmber  of  citizens  of  the  town 
have  given  in  a  very  tangible  way  by  donating  items  ranging  from 
books  to  playground  equipment  and  a  piano.  The  Board  is  determined 
that  a  plaque  will  be  purchased  to  recognize  these  contributions 
individually.   This  plaque  will  be  placed  in  the  school. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  provided  me  by  the  principal,  teachers.  School  Board,  and 
citizens  of  Dunbarton.  Without  this  assistance  and  cooperation  many 
of  the  things  accomplished  would  not  have  been  possible.  With  your 
help  I  look  forward  to  another  year  of  continued  growth  and 
development  of  Dunbarton  School  students .

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DUNBARTON  PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT  FOR  THE  1989  TOWN  REPORT 


What  a  change  the  new  "Community  Center"  has  made  as  an 
addition  to  our  school.  As  we  continue  to  strive  toward 
excellence,  it  is  so  helpful  to  have  the  room  to  do  so.  We  no 
longer  have  students  meeting  in  corners  with  specialists.  Sick 
students  now  have  a  room  in  which  to  rest  instead  of  a  hall. 
Meetings  with  parents  are  now  conducted  in  the  privacy  of  a 
conference  room  when  necessary.  Memories  of  past  crowding  and 
compromising  are  fading  away.  The  "back  to  full  size"  library 
and  all  the  conference  and  office  space  make  for  less  stress  for 
both  staff  and  students . 

The  Community  Center  is  in  use  five  nights  a  week  now  and 
often  has  two  groups  at  the  same  time.  The  conference  room  and 
a  classroom  or  two  are  also  being  used  for  evening  meetings. 
Our  basketball  players  have  a  full  size  gym  to  practice  in  and 
can  now  host  games  with  pride . 

Our  school  population  will  be  over  one  hundred  fifty  in 
September.  In  order  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  growing  student 
population,  we  need  to  add  some  more  staff  time  to  fulfill  our 
part  in  climbing  toward  high  expectations. 

Our  volunteer  program  has  been  recognized  by  the  state  as  a 
"Blue  Ribbon"  program  for  the  third  year  in  a  row.  The  support 
you  as  citizens  of  this  town  show  is  wonderful.  Volvinteers 
really  help  to  broaden  a  child's  education  and  increase  the 
number  of  activities  a  student  can  participate  in.  Volunteers 
open  new  windows  for  students  to  see  through  today.  These 
windows  may  become  doors  to  a  future  a  student  might  not  have 
known  existed.  The  example  and  interest  set  forth  by  volunteers 
also  serves  to  help  develop  students'  values  in  a  very  positive 
way. 

Each  year  members  of  our  staff  join  with  those  in  Goffstown 
and  New  Boston  to  review  the  curriculiam  of  one  of  our  five  main 
subjects.  This  year,  we  are  looking  at  the  science  curriculum 
and  will  be  selecting  a  new  text  and  materials  that  will  be  used 
for  the  next  five  years.  Using  this  process  each  year  assures 
that  all  students  attending  Goffstown  Area  Jr./Sr.  High  have  the 
same  educational  backgroxxnd.  It  also  assures  that  textbooks  are 
up-to-date  and  that  the  curriculum  is  continually  reviewed.

Tho  past  year  has  been  an  extremely  eventful  one  for  the 
area  high  school.  The  decision  to  become  part  of  the  N.H. 
School  Alliance's  School  Improvement  Program  indicates  our 
desire  to  seek  effective  ways  to  bring  about  positive  change.  I 
am  excited  about  the  potential  of  this  program  in  helping  us  to 
achieve  significant  improvement  for  the  benefit  of  students.  It 
is  my  feeling  that  the  community  should  feel  confident  that  we 
will  continue  to  look  for  ways  to  effectively  meet  the 
challenges  and  expectations  of  a  new  decade. 

The  students  coming  to  us  from  the  Dunbarton  school 
continue  to  do  well.  Although  there  is  an  expected  time  of 
adjustment  for  the  7th  graders,  they  adjust  quickly.  Dunbarton 
students  contribute  positively  to  virtually  every  aspect  of  our 
academic  and  social  programs . 

Beginning  in  November  of  1989,  the  area  high  school 
published  its  first  newsletter  to  parents.  The  publication 
entitled  Goffstown  Area  High  School  Newsline  will  be  published 
monthly  with  a  goal  of  sharing  matters  of  mutual  concern  and 
interest  with  people  in  those  communities  served  by  the  school. 
If  you  have  a  concern  that  you  would  like  addressed  as  a  matter 
of  information,  please  call  us  and  let  us  know.  To  date,  we 
have  received  many  positive  comments  about  Newsline  and  its 
potential  to  serve  as  a  real  "bridge"  between  the  school  and 
community. 

A  parent  advisory  group  was  initiated  in  November  with  the 
hope  that  such  a  forvun  will  provide  that  parent  group  and  other 
interested  people  an  opportunity  to  share  their  concerns  and 
expectations  with  us.  The  meetings  will  be  in  the  evenings  and 
will  be  scheduled  on  a  monthly  basis.  Parent  input  can  be  a 
very  significant  factor  in  helping  identify  areas  for  school 
improvement . 

A  recent  review  of  the  high  school's  dropout  rate  shows  a 
significantly  lower  rate  than  for  the  state  average.  In  the 
school  year  1986-87  the  school's  dropout  rate  was  4.2';-.  During 
the  1987-88  school  year,  the  rate  further  decreased  to  4.0"^.. 
Last  year,  1988-89,  the  rate  was  2.9%.  The  dropout  rate  is  a 
major  concern  in  many  school  systems.  The  fact  that  our  rate  is 
showing  a  decline  over  a  three  year  period  is  encouraging. 
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The  challenging  process  of  self  improvement  will  encovirage 
our  school  to  explore  new  and  different  approaches  to  student 
learning,  teaching  and  school  organization.  We  recognize  the 
need  to  more  successfully  involve  the  constituent  groups  that 
make  up  the  overall  school  community.  If  changes  to  come  are  to 
be  reflective  of  community  concerns,  needs  and  expectations, 
then  parents  need  to  become  more  actively  involved  in  the  daily 
life  of  the  high  school.  We  will  try  very  hard  to  give  you 
those  opportunities. 

The  school  continues  to  exhibit  indicators  associated  with 
effective  schools.  Dropout  rates  are  down,  suspensions  have 
decreased  in  numbers  over  a  three  year  period,  college 
applications  are  up,  state  test  scores  on  the  California 
Achievement  Tests  equate  well  with  state  and  national  norms, 
teacher  turnover  is  minimal  at  the  high  school,  parental 
involvement  with  the  school  is  increasing  and  the  school  is 
formally  involved  with  a  nationally  recognized  program  for 
school  improvement  that  involves  the  school  and  community. 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Mr.  Gormley, 
Mr.  Giangreco,  Mr.  Peters  and  Ms.  Kingston  at  the  SAU  for  their 
continued  support  and  encouragement.  I  am  very  appreciative  of 
the  cooperation  of  Mr.  Zeller  in  dealing  with  the  numerous 
concerns  common  to  both  our  schools.  Also,  my  sincere  thanks  to 
Dunbarton  parents  for  their  support,  involvement  and 
consideration . 
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SCHOOL  VOLUNTEER  PROGRAM  REPORT  FOR  88-89  SCHOOL  YEAR 

For  the  third  year  in  a  row,  Dunbarton  Elementary  School  received  the  Blue  Ribbon  School 
Achievement  Award.  Sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Partners  in  Education  and  the  New 
Hampshire  State  Department  of  Education,  our  school  was  recognized  as  having  an  outstanding 
volunteer  program. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Volunteer  Program  is  to  help  meet  the  needs  of  our  children  by 
supporting  and  supplementing  the  teachers  and  staff.  This  is  accomplished  by  helping  in  the 
classroom  as  assistants,  tutors,  room  mothers,  and  helping  with  special  projects;  in  the  Library  as 
library  assistants;  in  the  lunchroom  as  lunchroom  monitors;  and  as  chaperones,  coaches  and 
career  awareness  speakers  just  to  mention  a  few. 

162  volunteers  donated  4,806  hours  during  the  88-89  school  year. 

In  November,  five  community  members  came  into  the  classrooms  to  share  their  Thanksgiv- 
ing memories  with  the  children. 

A  Volunteer  Handbook  was  put  together  to  help  familiarize  new  and  veteran  volunteers 
with  the  purpose,  goals  and  poUcies  of  the  Volunteer  Program. 

The  Dunbarton  Elementary  School  Volunteer  Program  dedicates  itself  to  the  children  of  the 
community.  Our  goal,  with  the  help  of  community  participation  is  to  EFFECT  -  ENTHUSE  - 
ENHANCE  -  and  ENRICH  our  school.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Town  of  Dunbarton  was  first  granted  in  1735  by  Governor  Jonathan  Belcher  as 
Gorhamtown.  It  was  regranted  by  Governor  Benning  Wentworth  in  1748  as  Starktown  after  the 
father  of  General  John  Stark.  The  charter  of  Dunbarton,  named  after  Dumbarton  in  Scotland, 
was  signed  by  Governor  Benning  Wentworth  on  August  10,  1765. 

Dunbarton  is  located  in  Merrimack  County,  bounded  by  Goffstown  to  the  south,  Weare  to 
the  west,  Hopkinton  to  the  north.  Bow  and  Hooksett  to  the  east. 

From  1765  until  1822  when  the  town  of  Hooksett  was  incorporated,  the  bounds  of  Dunbar- 
ton went  to  the  Merrimack  River. 

Dunbarton  has:  Five  ponds,  all  with  public  access: 
Gorham  Pond,  102.6  acres 
Kimball  Pond,  37.2  acres 
Long  Pond,  32. 1  acres 
Purgatory  Pond,  18.6  acres 
Stark  Pond,  10.8  acres 

Three  town  cemeteries  (Center,  Pages  Comer,  East) 
and  one  private  cemetery  (Stark). 

65  Miles  of  road 

20,773  acres  or  31.4  square  miles  which  include: 
600  (approximate)  acres  of  town  forest 
and  1000+  acres  of  federal  land. 

Population  of  approximately  1600
